I F THERE wTLi any doubt ranaining about Virtori* 
getting a univenity of lU own. it wai finally 
pellod yesterday by Premier Bennett. At the opening 
of the Clearihue Building on the neM Gordon Mead 
cnmpu.s the premier said the time had come for British 
Columbia to have two universities, competing with 
one another in healthy rivalry. 

It is now to be assumed that the charter that will 
rive Victoria College its independence from CBC will 
be irtti^uced at the forthcoming session of the legit* 
lalure, and the odds are strongly In favor at an 
announcement to that effect being made in the Speech 
from the Throne next Thursday. 

Not the least important part of Piemler Bennett'* 
announcement, with it* frequent rcfcreni'et to thi 
"new university.” was that for U^# first lime the 
Victoria Institution would receive a separate capital 
grant from the giA-eniment. Hitherto the gi-ants for 
\ ictoria College have lieen made through L’BC. and 
the College ha* merely received fiom the gov’emment 
the matching dollar which Mr. Bennett three year* ago 
promi.sed to provide for all fund.* publicly raised. 

Mr. Bennett, -while promising capital grant.* to 
Vlctona University, asaur^ Dr. NlacDonnld. president 
of UBC, who attended the opening ceremony, that the 
change-over WTjuld in no way affect the government 
grants or interest in UBC. ' 

The premier gave another utterance of future 
Intention.* when he expres.si*d the hope that the first 
chancellor of the new u<uversity W'ould be Dr. J. B. 
Clearihue. president of- the Victoria College Countil, 
and the man for whom the first building on the new 
campus has been named. 

Government and'dvic official* who attended the 
ceremony wore smiling faces as they realized that the 
long and at times bitter fight to give Victoria univer* 
tity status wa.s over. 

It was a great day for the capital city, and the 
thousands of ita citizens who have given their time 
and money towards thegoalr- It now remains for the 
faculty of the infant university to show that under 
Its own steam it can raise itself to levels of academic 
and adcntific grandeur that will bring it national and 
even international acclaim. 

De Gaulle and NATO 

/ AK EV’EN GREATER moment to the Western world 
than his attempt to bar Britain's entry into the 
European Common Market, was President de Gaulle's 
cold rejection of President Kennedy's plan to redesign 
NATO as a multilateral force armed with American 
nuclear weapon* and unified under NATO command. 

While freely admitting that .American nuclear 
arms remain the essential guarantee of world peace, 
President de Gaulle realistically points out that even 
U such weaiuns were accepted by'^hc NATO nations 
the United States would still be In direct control ol 
their use. 

Upon this fact rests the reason for fhe French 
president's recalcitrance. He Is firmly convinced that 
ever since the development by the Soviet Union of 
riK'lear missiles capable of Imiicrilling the North 
American continent, the United States government has 
looked iition the defence of Euixipe as a matter of 
secondary Importance. 

Accordingly, his view is that no one can say now 
where, when, how and in what measure American 
nuclear weapons would be used to defend Euroix*, 
Thus It is, he maintains, that the American nuclear 
presence docs not respond to all eventualities of con¬ 
cern to Euiope and France. 

He siim-s up: "For this reason, principle and con- 
ditioiLs, and circum-stances have led us to the deter¬ 
mination to equip ourselves with an atomic force that 
sliall be our own.” 

Already President de Gaulfe'S strong and appar¬ 
ently urLshakCable views on the matter have caused 
consternation in Washington and undoubtedly were 
responsible for President Kennedy's .remarkable 
change of attitude toward his European allies which 
was so noticeable in his State of the Union message 
to the Congress. 

In this major speech. Mr. Kbrthcdy suddenly 
dropped hLs recently-developed predilection of tram¬ 
pling upon the feelings of his Western comrades-in- 
arms to, lake a far more respectful and conciliatory 
stand. 

Far removed indeed from his deprecating remarks 
made about other Western powers earlier this month 
was his statement: 'The Nassau agreement recog¬ 
nized that the security of the West b indivisible, and 
so miLst be our defence.

From there the American president went on to 
note his official acceptance of the fact that France 
was determined to remain an independent nuclear 
nation and suggest that new ways must be found to 
"increase the role of our other partners in planning, 
manning and directing a tniJy multilateral nuclear 
force within an increasingly intimate NATO alliance.” 

From thb it is obvious that President Kennedy, 
flushed as he may yet be over hb Cuban victory, rec¬ 
ognizes that in Charles de Gaulle he may at last have 
met hb match. 


‘Joe’ North 

'T'HIS IS MORE the age of the common mould than 
^ it was around the turn of the century when 
OirWopher “Joe" North was a young man, and with 
him there died tiib week one of the city's staunch 
indivIduaUsts. 

Joe North—it would he a mbnomer'he would 
agree to caU him "Mr.”—belonged to the grass roots 
of local life and activity, and it was in. pursuit of that 
menage he wound hb way all through hb 85 years. 
He was what cities like to call a "character" and hb 
ever-present bowler hat alone set and k^t him apart 
as a dutinctive feature of the town. 

Joe had held public office as a police commis-sioner 
but It was his legionary charity collections and un¬ 
orthodox approach that became port of the lore of his 
adopted city. He was created with raising large sums 
for the common weal and his endeavors in the realm 
ol welfare work were a reflection of his main goal 
in life. 

tfis calibre may be ^dged by hb formal recoff- 
nltion in 1937 as the citizen of the year. He plowed 
a salty field with unrestrained vigor and In so doing 
he added color to the local scene and was enrolled 
permanently in the annab of its history.

Time for Onion Seeds 


By M. V. (HRRMT, t-KHS 

Wr WFTP dlscusilng the opcnilon 
of an amateur's greenhouse In yester¬ 
day’s column, and If you remember, I 
suggested the construction of a 
simple propagating case In which to 
germinate the earlier seeds. With 
such a “greenhouse within a green¬ 
house,' or even In an ouldoor'cald- 
frame fitted with a soll-heallng cable, 
a start can be made now with some 
flower and vegetable soarings so that 
sturdy young plants will be on hand 
when outdoor planting time rolls 
around. 

Onions should be one of the first 
seeds to' go In, for to raise the big 
exhibition-quality bulbs, the first 
sowing should be made around the 
end of January, as these need a long 
season, of growth. Leeks, Brussels 
sprouts and caullflowrer can all go 
In now too, giving the seed flau a 
temperature of 65 to 70 degrees. 


batch of leeks, onions, cauliflower, 
cabbage and lettuce, but this time In 
an unhealed coldframe or the open 
greenhouse. Then, In mid April, I 
repeat these sowings In open, out¬ 
door beds, adding savoys to the list. 
In case you don't know this vegetable, 
a savoy Is a cabbage with a perma¬ 
nent wave.

fact, I am beginning to think you 
get even better results If you wait 
until April. 


Given a propagating esue or a 
heated frame, snapdragon seed can 
be sown now for an early display. A 
temperature between 65 am) 75 de¬ 
grees Is bast for vigorous germina¬ 
tion. but once the little plants get 
going, they must be grown In cool, 
atry conditions. If you use a cold- 
frame, It U a good Idea to open It 
wide on fine, sunny days, for your 
object Is to produce short, stocky, 
well-branched plants rather than 
big, lusli, sappy spcclmena

All this sounds like a big and 
complicated Job, but It Isn't really, 
fur only a very small amount of seed 
Is sowm at any one time. The advan¬ 
tage of these staggered sowings is a 
steady and continuous supply of 
fresh vegetables from the garden 
without any gluts or shortages. 

Quite a few home gardeners start 
their first batch of tomato planti 
around thia time of year. This Is fine 
>lt you have a healed greenhouse In 
which the plants may be kept grow¬ 
ing steadily, with lots of sunlight and 
adequate ventilation, but January la 
far too early for the man who must 
raise his plants on a sunny kitchen 
windowsill. 

The light In even the sunniest 
house window Is far lower In Inlnn- 
slty than In a greenhouse, and In 
consequence, the plants would be talL 
skinny, spindly specimens by plant- 
tlng-out time, through being kept too 
long Indoors. March la time enough 


Snapdragons are inherently hardy 
plants—hardy enough to survive an 
avn-age wmier outdoors and no good 
can come from pampering the plants 
once the seedUngs 'have emerged. 
Pansies snd violas, too. will do much 
bolter It germinated In warmth, then 
grown on In much cooler condltlom. 

Another flower that needs an 
early start is the little blue lobelia, 
used as a border edging around our 
outdoor flower beds. The sertta need 
about-the some temperature for good 
germination —65 lo 75 degrees — but 
the seedlings require a little more 
warmth Uun the hardier snapdragons 
to keep them moving abeaiL 


When the little 


llingi appear, 
their fists or pots should be removed 
from the propagating rase and grown 
on In the open greenhouse at m some¬ 
what lower temperature, and vdth all 
the sunlight they ran get. When the 
plants are about two Inchea tall. It 
will be time to start another small 
batch of the tamt kinds.
